COAT OF ARMS AND PUDD'N'PIE FAIR, Saturday 16 April 1994. Included in this issue of 
The News you will find your family invitation to attend the presentation and 
dedication ceremony in the Parish Church, starting at 10.45am. Please bring your 
invitation with you to the church. 


At the Fair, starting at 12.15pm, a large-scale replica of the Arms will be unveiled 
on the Town Hall, trumpets will sound, Kidlington Concert Brass will play and 
Charlbury Morris will dance. Children will bounce on the Bouncey Castle while same 
of the more adventurous citizens will attempt the Bungee Run and the Fly on the Wall. 
There will be bric-a-brac and plants, arts and crafts, barbecue and balloon racing, 
treasure hunt and raffle, teas and soft drinks, flowers in the church, mouse racing 
and all manner of delights. Vintage cars, a book-sale in the Library, a micro-light 
display, antiques roadshow and sale of souvenir tankards, bird's eye views of the 
village from the top of the church tower - all this and more will make it a day to 
remember. Do please bring your camcorders and cameras and capture it for posterity. 


THE PARISH COUNCIL ASKS THAT ALL PARKED VEHICLES ARE REMOVED FROM THE MARKET PLACE BY 
10am ON 16 APRIL. THE MARKET PLACE, CHURCH STREET, CHAPEL SQUARE AND HUDSON STREET 
WILL BE CLOSED TO TRAFFIC l0am-4pm. VISITORS MAY PARK IN THE HORSEFAIR, BULLRING, 
EARLS LANE AND OTHER DESIGNATED AREAS. 


PUDD'N'PIE Until the early years of the 20th century, Deddington's Pudd'n'Pie Fair 
was an annual event. Very early in the morning - about 4am - a watchman with a 
lantern went round the village summoning people to the Fair. To help them keep going 
all day, villagers used to fill their pockets and pouches with a marvellous concoction 
that was a two-course meal in one. Ancient wisdom has it that this pudd'n'pie was 
"an outer crust with suet as an ingredient, filled with plum pudding, the whole being 
afterwards baked" (ignore the various uncomplimentary remarks made by jealous 
neighbours and supercilious medieval courtiers). DOES ANYBODY KNOW THE ACTUAL AND 
ORIGINAL RECIPE? If so, please tell your Parish Affairs Correspondent so that 
authentic pudd'n'pie may once again be sold at the Fair. 


USE OF THE ARMS A limited edition of solid silver spoons (£20), a bone china tankard 
(£7.50) and the souvenir programme (£1 each) will all carry replicas of the Coat of 
Arms. In addition the Parish Council is willing to licence the use of the Arms, on 
payment of a fee. For non-profit organisations like clubs, who may wish to reproduce 
the Arms on letterheads, ties, blazers and other items for the use of members, the fee 
is £50. Business organisations wishing to use the Arms conmercially will be required 
to pay a higher fee.

NORMAN STONE 
Parish Affairs Correspondent, 38019. 
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This is a pleasant walk, quite 
easy to find and about 24-3 miles in 
length. I reckon it takes between 50 
and 55 minutes. 

Start at the south end of the village. 
(wot To Seave) Just after the grass triangle at the 


junction of St.Thomas Street and the Oxford Road there is a sharp turn off to the 
left into Chapman's Lane. You pass a few bungalows and houses and are soon in 
fine open country on a quite firm dry surface. At the end of this well gritted 
track you pass the pumping station on the left and find a stile beside a gate that 
may be closed. 

A winding and muddier path descends to the Poultry Farm on the corner. Here, 
throughout the summer, there is a remarkable display of plants and flowers, the 
work of the manager, Richard Cowley. Wheelbarrows, tubs and even pairs of boots 
crammed with blooms surprise and delight the eye of the passer-by. Round the next 
bend there are more exotic things to see - on the right caged peacocks and Muscovy 
geese and, quite often in the surrounding fields, picturesque Highland cattle. 

After traversing the lawn to the left of the farmhouse you take a sharp left 
turn along quite a wide but sometimes muddy track that fairly soon brings you to 
the T-junction with the bridle-way. Today we are going to turn left here. There 
is quite a sharp ascent with some lovely views to the South and East, which at the 
top leads to an undulating section. There are hedges now on either side, which 
can afford some welcome shield against the wind. You may find-.it rather sticky 
underfoot at times but from certain vantage points on the way. you can enjoy a 
splendid vista of the village crowned with the Church tower. 

You then reach the Clifton Road. There is a path back to the village but it 
is very narrow, more of a toe-path than a foot-path, I would say. It is also 
overgrown and often wet and muddy. On the other hand, it is not very safe to use 
the road, especially with one's back to the traffic. I hope in time we shall see 
something here more like the new Hempton path.

THE WAY WE WERE 
DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of April 1844 : 
10th APRIL - I examined the state of the roofs of the barn and stable in the 


farmyard and agreed to have all new - and slated - instead of thatched. 


Went to 


timber yard and looked out two trees to cut the posts for our new yard gates, and 
went and looked out the sawyers and set them to work. 

13 APRIL - This evening Messrs. Drake & Cobb of Banbury called with Mr.Carter of 

Birmingham, a solicitor, .to apprise me of the intended application to Parliament 

next Session for a line of railroad to come up our valley to Oxford, by the 


Birmingham & Manchester Company. 


26th APRIL ~- A case of vagrancy (one John Smith, a hump backed man), sent him to 
House of Correction at Oxford for 3 weeks - he had 2/6d. in silver on his person - 
he used a forged petition as his means of begging, or instrument of so doing. 

27th APRIL - Our dearest Holford's birthday, who completed his 13th year. We 


drove over to Heyford to see him. 


Note: If you've kept any diary entries or clear memories of Deddington a century 
later - i.e. March 1944 - we'd be glad to hear from you.

FROM THE EDITOR'S POSTBAG LS 


FROM MRS JOYCE BINGE (nee Wood), NEWCASTLE EMLYN, DYFED 


Joan and Joyce, the Wood Twins, — to Deddington, where we were evacuated 
from Essex, on February 8th, 1994, after 54 years. It was a visit on the spur of 
the moment, Joan having come over from Ireland for two weeks. The weather was 
glorious for the journey. We stayed at the Unicorn Hotel in the square and were 
very well looked after by the Morris family for three days. 

We were overwhelmed by the response we got from old friends. It had been 
going to be a visit to explore our old haunts, but not in our wildest dreams did we 
expect to meet people we, went to school with. Deddington seemed to be the same as 
50 years ago, though it has grown very much in the surrounding area and the shops 
have a new look. The village stores in the square was then the Co-op, Tuckers was 
a grocer's owned by Mr Boon and Mr Heyward had the greengrocer's. The first person 
we met on our walkabout on arrival was 90 year old Fred Deeley, out with his dog. 
He put us in touch with Topper Davis and Joe Cowley (choir boys in 1939) and it was 
an exciting meeting for all of us. We then met Walter and Joan Hayward, the 
surprise on whose faces at seeing us by their front door was not to be missed. A 
gathering in the Unicorn on the following evening was a great success and we were 
overwhelmed by the response, Topper, Joe, and Arthur Lewis making it a memorable 
evening, all of us remembering ‘the way we were’. On the next day we had coffee 

with Ron Canning; and Charlie Rawlings from Bicester, with whose family we had been 

- billeted and been very happy. On the Wednesday afternoon we made a long tour of 
the surrounding villages and their memories, ending up at Kidlington with another 
school friend, Doreen Stewart, now married to Ken Ashton. 

It had been a very different journey in 1939, three coachloads of bewildered 
homesick children, many in tears. But it didn't take us long to settle down; the 
1940s were carefree days that we remember with affection. 

My sister has returned to Northern Ireland, still on Cloud 9, and I am back in 
Wales. We hope that this letter will be seen by many people still or again in 
Deddington, who would remember the TWINS.

DN 
Treasurer Buffy Heywood - another of the original collators and now well- 
established contributor of the popular The Way We Were series - knows more than 
most about the finer points of DN's finances. She's local contact for the Imperial 
Cancer Research Fund. 

The collating and distribution of 950 copies each month calls for a veritable 
army Of helpers - alas, too numerous to name individually. Master-minding this is 
no small task for Pat Brittain, new to the team but certainly not to the village; 
she's also a School Governor, Vice Chairman of U3A and active in voluntary work. 
Pat is much assisted by Alison Brice, who coordinates the collating team each 
month; and Liz Handley, who's new to the team and newish to the village, though 
already involved in Christian Aid collection - "a great way," she says, "of getting 
to know the villagers." 

In short there is no denying what an energetic - and community-caring - lot 
the DN team is: characteristics which hopefully will continue to be reflected in 
the DN itself.
